Group 3, claim(s) 1 8-34 and 65-67, drawn to A SIM holder for detachably holding a SIM, 
said SIM holder comprising: a case; a terminal plate contained in the case and capable 
of being electrically connected to a contact-terminal plate included in the SIM; and an 
antenna coil formed in the case; wherein terminals to be connected to the antenna coil 
among those formed on the terminal plate are those to be connected to contact 
terminals, not used for contact communication, of the SIM or to extra terminals 
(Classified in class 235 subclass 492)

The inventions listed as Groups 1-4 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group 1's special 
technical feature relates to the problem of providing an additional interface for greater 
data transfer rate.
